replacing Kateryna Antonovna KOLOSOVA* HLAWAK discussed the student 
exchange programme, and implied that the Society was not too pleased 
with some of the Canadian students. She claimed that they are only 
interested in the studious students. HLAWAK also remarked that steps 
should be taken to insure that people like John KOLASKY are never
